18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
Seven  Dollars  ($2,527.00),  this  being  the  sum  awarded 
by  the  Selectmen  as  damages  for  the  taking  by  eminent 
domain  of  land  in  fee  simple  at  Loon  Pond  within  the 
limits  of  the  highway  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  of 
Gilmanton  on  August  15,  1815,  for  the  establishment 
of  a  park.     ($2,527.00) 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  to  the  Selectmen 
that  portion  of  the  ten  per  cent  of  the  special  head  tax 
which  is  retained  by  the  Town  for  expenses  in  the  as- 
sessment and  collection  of  the  tax  and  which  is  not 
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paid  to  the  collector  of  taxes,  as  provided  by  Laws  1959, 
8:9. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  put  the  annual  overlay  of  the  State  Town  Road  Aid 
grant,  together  with  the  1959  refund  of  Five  Hundred 
Forty-Five  Dollars  and  Forty-Seven  Cents  ($545.47), 
into  a  capital  reserve  fund  to  be  used  in  the  retire- 
ment of  the  Town  Road  Aid  notes  issued  for  the  build- 
ing of  the  Old  Stage  Road. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a  Town  Planning 
Board  of  five  (5)  unpaid  members  with  the  duties  set 
forth  in  R.S.A.  36 :  1-15,  to  make  a  study  of  the  Town's 
development  and  to  report  to  the  Town  appropriate  rec- 
ommendations for  the  promotion  and  maintenance  of 
the  Town's  best  development,  the  Board  to  consist  of 
one  (1)  Selectman  ex  officio  and  four  (4)  persons  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen,  as  provided  in  R.S.A.  36 :  4. 
By  Petition. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  a  Board  of  three 
(3)  auditors,  the  terms  to  be  staggered  so  that  after 
the  elections  of  1961  one  (1)  auditor  shall  be  chosen 
each  year  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years ;  but  so  that  in 
the  election  of  1961  the  Board  shall  be  chosen  for  vary- 
ing terms,  the  term  of  one  member  to  expire  in  the 
next  succeeding  year,  the  term  of  the  second  member 
the  next  year,  and  the  term  of  the  third  member  the 
third  year,  as  provided  in  Laws  1959,  Ch.  82.  By 
Petition. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  non-partisan 
ballot  system  for  the  election  of  town  officers,  as  pro- 
vided in  R.S.A.  59  :  73.     By  Petition.

March  10,  1959 


Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  9 :05  A.  M. 
Warrant  read  by  the  Moderator.  Voted  to  open  Polls  at  10 :00 
A.  M.  and  close  at  8 : 00  P.  M.  Articles  in  the  Warrant  to  be 
taken  up  at  8:00  P.  M. 

Ballots  unsealed  by  the  Clerk  and  given  to  Ballot  In- 
spectors for  counting.  Ballot  Box  shown  to  voters. 

Number  of  ballots  counted :  519. 

Polls  opened  at  10 :00  A.  M. 

Polls  closed  at  8 :00  P.  M. 

Articles  in  the  Warrant  were  then  voted  upon. 

Art.  2.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$25,225.00  to  defray  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  incur  debts 
for  Temporary  Loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  4.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  for  Civil  Defense  Organization 
for  the  ensuing  year,  with  full  realization  that  should  a 
major  emergency  be  created  more  money  will  have  to  be 
used  for  said  purpose. 

Art.  5.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Corner  Fire  Department. 

Art.  6.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Iron  Works  Fire  Department. 

Art.  7.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirteen 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($13,500.00)  for  a  fire  truck 
for  the  use  of  the  Gilmanton  Hills  Fire  Department.  This 
truck  to  be  purchased  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton,  according  to  the  specifications  already  sub- 
mitted by  the  Gilmanton  Hills  Fire  Department  to  the 
Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen.  Four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  to  be  raised  this  year,  and  the  balance 
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by  long  term  notes,  payable  $3,000.00  per  year  for  three 
years.  Payments  to  start  in  1960.  Vote  unanimous. 

Art.  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  cooperate  with  the  State  in 
control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Art.  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  the  support  of  Town  Li- 
braries. 

Art.  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  ($50.00)  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  dollars  ($7,000.00)  for  Summer  Maintenance. 
Five  hundred  dollars  of  said  appropriation  to  be  expended 
on  Sargent  Road,  so-called,  between  the  Robertson  Farm 
and  Andrew  Page's  residence. 

Art.  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($12,500.00)  for  Winter 
Maintenance. 

Art.  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00)  for  the  payments  of  Long 
Term  Notes. 

Art.  14.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  one  hundred  forty-six  dollars  and  thirty-one 
cents  ($1,146.31)  for  Town  Road  Aid. 

Art.  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  toward  the  support  of  the 
Wolfeboro  Hospital. 

Art.  16.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  toward  the  support  of  the  La- 
conia  Hospital. 

Art.  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  care  of  Cemeteries. 

Art.  18.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  the  sealing  of  asphalt 
topped  Class  V  Roads. 

Art.  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  a  year  salary  for  Mrs.  Marion 
B.  Carlson,  Trustee,  Treasurer  and  Bookkeeper  of  Trust 
Funds. 

Art.  20.  On  the  ballot — Games  of  Beano. 


Art.  21.  Voted  to  discontinue  that  part  of  the  Geddes  Road, 
so-called,  from  David  Geddes  residence  to  Barnstead 
Line,  subject  to  gates  and  bars. 

Art.  22.  Voted  to  discontinue  the  portion  of  road  known  as 
Bill  Page  Road  starting  opposite  Benjamin  Twombly's 
residence  through  the  Page  farm  to  Stone  Road  near 
Ham  Farm. 

Art.  23.  Voted  to  discontinue  road  from  Kelley's  School 
past  the  William  Webster  residence  to  Route  No.  129. 

Art.  24.  After  discussion  of  this  article  to  discontinue  the 
road,  starting  at  the  Old  Stage  Road  at  Dawson's  Farm 
to  the  Potter  Road,  it  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  Yes  23, 
No  81. 

Art.  25.  (a)  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  publish  a  list  of  the 
assessments  of  real  estate  in  the  next  Town  Report. 

(b)  A  motion  was  made  that  the  town  take  no  more  legal 
action  on  the  Loon  Pond  Case  or  its  development.  This 
motion  was  defeated. 

(c)  A  motion  was  made  not  to  plow  private  driveways, 
and  it  was  proposed  to  table  this  motion  which  was  de- 
feated by  vote  of  Yes  60,  No  61. 

It  was  then  voted  that  all  driveways  may  be  plowed  by  the 
Road  Agents,  but  not  until  the  roads  have  been  plowed. 
Expense  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  to  the  Town. 

After  result  of  balloting  announced,  meeting  adjourned 
at  9:40  P.  M.

PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation. 
Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substan- 
tially reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum. 
The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of  favorable  weather 
conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing 
note. 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by 
careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent 
minded  individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  super- 
vise children  and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually 
cause  these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  ex- 
tinguish and  cause  extensive  damage.  The  elimination  of 
these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this  pic- 
ture. The  rules  are  simple — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local 
forest  fire  warden — the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving 
it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes 
from  moving  vehicles — use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and  save 
yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and 
financial.
